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FOREWORD 


The Department of Regional Economic Expansion was formed 
by combining a number of disparate units, either previously 
more-or-less autonomous or else part of other departments, 
into one single unit under the control of a Minister. 

Each unttebrought with 2#teasbacklog vot publications; °in 
print or in preparation, but no immediate attempt was made 
to compile a comprehensive list. This was chiefly because 
it was first necessary to review what publications there 
were; decide on their future validity in view of announced 
departmental policies; formulate a long-range program for 
- information in general; and set down a specific order of 
priorities for the production or revision of publications. 


This list does not include press and publicity releases, 
nor ministerial speeches. Not all publications listed 
are immediately available: in an attempt to present as 
complete a picture as possible, publications still at the 
Printing Bureau have been included, together with one or 
two important works now in the final stage of production.

CANADA LAND INVENTORY 


This federal-provincial program is producing data on land 
capability in Canada, primarily for land-use and rural 
development planning. Lands? are wlassifted according ).te 
their capabilities for agriculture, forestry, recreation, 
wildlife and sportsfish. The federal government sponsors 
and co-ordinates the planning, collection, analysis, and 
publication of the results. KEach province undertakes the 
Inventory within its borders, with financial and technical 
assistance from the federal government. 


A. Maps (available from Information Canada Bookshops) 


The data are being produced in two series of maps. The 
series for general distribution (price: ~35 each from 
Information Canada) will consist of about 1,200 coloured 
maps at a scale of 1:250,000. A limited number of Land 
Capability Analysis maps have been prepared at the same 
price. Some are already available from Information Canada, 
The other series, for more specialized use, will include 

up to 20,000 computer maps at a scale of 1:50,000. The 
total area of Canada to be mapped is about one million 
square miles. Specific subjects at present available are: 
agriculture, forestry, recreation, ungulates, and waterfowl.
